LONDON, Feb. 20—(CP)—"This 
was their sacrifice!” Under this 


heading the Evening Standard 
told today of s destroyer which 
Salled into the path of a torpedo 
to save a troopship bringing 1,000 
R.A.F. pilots, observers and nav- 
igators from Canada to Britain. 


The destroyer and all but seven 
of her crew of more than 100 were 
lost but the troopship with her 
human cargo of airmen, each with 
at least 12 months flying in Britain, 
United States army schools and 
Canada sailed unmolested into a 
Scottish port.

Cripps Is Given High Post 
In British War Cabinet 


New Details Of

As R.C.M.P. officers continued 

Friday to. delve deep into the 
mysteries of a bitter family feud, 

Gating back to 1935, and which 

allegedly culminated in the slay- 
ing of Theodore DeVitt, Rocky 

Mountain House farmer, on or 
sbout August 1, 1938, digging 
equads were being organised in 
‘Eémonton to probe the frozen 

earth on the farm of Charles H. 

Bennett, neighbor of DeVitt, for 
the body of the murdered man, 

Bennett, who was arrested by a 
equad of R.C.M.P. officers under 
Sat. F. A. Broadribb at his Rocky 
Mountain House farm on Tuesday, 
was brought to Edmonton and af- 
ter being formally charged with the 
murder was removed to Fort Sas- 
katchewan jail, where he is await- 
ing arraignment on Feb. 26. 

Police charge that DeVitt was shot 
and clubbed. to death at Bennett's 
farm and then, under cover of dark- 
ness. buried in a field directly to 
the rear-of the farmhouse. 


CONTINUE SEARCH 

Immediately following Bennett's 
arrest, police commenced prelimin- 
aty digging operations on his farm 
property. When they failed to un- 
cover the remains of the allegedly 
murdered man, however, it was de- 
cided to organize a detai] of men 
in Edmonton who will proceed to 
Rocky Mountain House and con- 
tinue the search. 

Police are meeting with many 
difficulties in their efforts to re- 
cover the body, due to the large 
amount of snow on the field and 
the frosen condition of the earth. 
“We are having to dig through 
two and a half feet of solidly 
froten ground,” Supt. John Bird, 
of the R.C.M.P. Edmonton detach- 
mem, stated Friday, “and it may 
be some time before we find 
what we are looking for.”

Japan's sea-borne invasion 
armies stormed at the east- 
ern gateway to Java today, 
attacking the storied island 
of Bali and landing troops on 
the jointly owned Nether- 
lands-Portuguese island of 
Timor farther to the east. 

“Vital points on Bali have been 
destroyed,” an N.E-1, communique 
said tersely. “Strong action is 
being taken against landings 
which the enemy is carrying out.” 
Dispatches from Batavia said the 
defenders were exacting a heavy 
toll as Japanese landing parties 
swarmed ashore on the gleaming 
beaches of Bali amid a hail of 
machine-gun bullets, bombs and 
shells. 


ATTACK JAP ARMADA 

The Netherlands high command 
said Allied warships and submar- 
ines atacked the Japanese invasion 
armada around Bali last night, add- 
ing: 

“Further particulars are lacking 
as no complet# report has yet been 
received.’ 

United Nations headquarters 
said Allied planes smashed heav- 
ily at the invaders, scoring three 
direct hits on one or more Jap- 
anese cruisers, two direct hits on 
transports, and eight “near misses 
On a destroyer.

This week the Soviet government 
is beginning to invoke the labor 
decree of Feb. 13, which marks the 
culminating step toward obtaining 
the utilizationeof the nation's entire 
ablebodied population in the in- 
terests of the war against Hitlerism 
The vast majority of this human 
mass ls already employed in the 
armed forces, war industries and on 
farms—the three main legs of the 
wartime effort. But there is a con- 
siderable fraction, preponderantly 
women and preponderantly city 
dwellers, who still are not engaged 
in easentiel work, or who are liv- 
ing on income from husbands or 
other relatives, 

Even this human reservoir ts 
now being harnewed under the 
new decree, which subjects nearly 
all clty populations te mobilisa- 
tion for work in war industries, 
All able-bodieqd women between 
16 and 55 and all able-bodied men 
between 16 and 65 are affected by 
this ukese and exemptions are 
few. Evaders are able to im- 
prisonment up to one year in a 
labor camp. 

As a result of this decree it is 
confidently expected that the de- 
ficiency in labor for the construc- 


tion and operation of new and 
transplanted industrial establisi- 
ments at the Soviet rear will oe 


quickly filled, 

The government {fs strictly en- 
forcing the edict forbidding any 
worker to quit his job in a defence 
enterprise without official per- 
mission. Russia's total war means 
absolute subordination of the ac- 
tivities and needs of the civilian 
population to the war program. The 
first and best of everything goes to 
the armed forces. War industries 
come next. 


ACCEPT WITH PATIENCE 

This means sacrifices but the 
People accept wartime hardships 
with a tolerant patience, Not only 
are the Russian people giving their 
lives and their labor in mags quan- 


tities to war purposes; they are 
also giving very considerable quan- 
tities of their money, There is 
scarcely a factory worker or col- 
lective farmer who does not con- 
tribute some part of his earnings 
to state loans, tank funds and the 
like. 

Since the war began, two new 
tax decrees have been issued. One, 
affecting all persons 18 years of 
age and over, with certain excep- 
tions, levies income taxes ranging 
from 120 rubles on incomes below 
1,800 rubles, up to 2,700 rubles on 
incomes above 24,000 rubles. 

(Note—In a Jan. 15 radio dis- 
patch, Mr. Steele gave American 
equivalents for the Russian mone- 
tary unit which made the Soviet 
official rate of exchange about six 
rubles to the dollar.) 

Another edict taxes unmarried 
and childless citizens, with the

MUSLUW, Fed, —(AP)— 
The Russian government sald te- 
day ite winter offensive was roll- 
Ing on and that counter attacks 
against the Red army on some 
sectors had been repelled “with 
heavy losses to the Germans.” 

In fierce fighting on the north-

British, Dutch 
Troops Start 
Quit Sumatra

I talked with the ranking officers 
of the Dutch high command. They 
conceded that anything may happen 
at any time now. They talked of 
fighting delaying actions, of demoli- 
tlons and of fighting with their 
backs to the wall. 
Their enthuslasm was infectious. 
I could see the outline of Sum- 
atra clearly across the 15: miles 
of water. The fact that it was 
15 miles instead of one mile or 
a half-mile, as at Singapore, was 
some comfort but not much when 
I remembered how the Japan- 
ese army ifs rolling forward like 
@ human tidal wave. 


It is my guess that the Japanese 
will not land on. the western Java 
shore for some gays, but the 
coastal terrain will not present 
them with much difficulty, It 
closely resembles the Mersing area 
where at this time jast year 1 
thought the Japanese would land 
in'Malaya. But then the Japanese 
rarely land at the obvious places. 

Riding with Dutch staff officers 
on a 280-mile tour of western Java 
the conversation centred largely on 
the air disparity under which the 
United Nations’ fight is being 
waged. The Netherlands officers 
believed that 200 more fighter 
planes—for which idle pilots are 
praying—would turn the tide in 
Java. 

They regard Java ag the first 
battleground of the Australian 
campaign 

The talk turned to three cilies 
—Hong Kong, Manila and Singa- 
pore—with the distinct feeling 
that Rangoon will be next on the 
Japanese list. The dauntiess 
Dutch swore that no city of Java 
would be added to Japan's score. 

Among the British troops who 
aided jn the Palembang fight were 
some Imperials evacuated from 
Singapore.

TO KEEP PROMISES 

Speaking of the government's 
public works, he stated that, while 
the Social Credit government had 

spent $6,000,000 less than their fuel 
tax and car license revenue on 
roads, they “got a dollar's worth of 
road for every dollar they spent.” 
The U.F-A., he said, had spent more 
than their revenue on roads and

People's Faith 
In War Victory 
Must Not Fail 


WINNIPEG, Feb. 20. — (CP)— 
Withelm de Morgenstierne, Nor- 
wegian minister to the United 
States, sald at a Victory Lean 
rally here Thursday that despite 
disappointing and painful set- 
backs in the war “our faith in the 
ultimate outcome of this gigantic 
struggle between the powers of 
light and darkness must not be 
shaken.” 

“We shall go forth side by side... 
we of the United Nations, Canada 
and Norway, Great Britain and the 
United States, Russia and China 
and 20 other freedom-loving nations 
to the day of ultimate triumph.” 
NAZIS' “NEW ORDER” 

Mr. Morgenstierne described the 
Nazis’ “new order” as it is being 
carried out in occupied European 
countries. He said 99 per cent of 
Norwegians are standing up heroic- 
ally, “Their resistance is growing 
always stronger.” 
The Norwegian minister said “he 
knows that no sacrifice, no priva- 
tion, is too great a price for free- 
dom,” and praised the co-operation, 
help and goodwill given by Canada 
and Great Britain in enabling Nor- 
wegian soldiers, sailors and pilots 
to train so that they might help 
fight the Nazis. 
“WOULD RATHER DIE” 
“The Norwegian people would 
rather die on their tent than live 
on their knees,” he said. 

Speaking of setbacks, Mr. Morgen- 
stierne said: 

“If the Empire has suffered set- 
backs and defeats, it is exactly be- 
cause for such a long time it stood 
alone on far flung fronts attempt- 
ing the well nigh impossible task 
of stemming the onrush of the 
united barbarians everywhere.”

Those not in a preferred category 
will obtain their coupon books from

The Enemy Sets The Pace 
_— 

News seeping across the Channel to 
London confirms the supposition that 
wherever the Nazis hold authority pres- 
ure is being applied to expand produc- 
tion in preparation for the spring of- 
fensive. Children, aliens and even 
blind persons are making war supplies 
in Germany and the occupied countries. 
Civilian consumption has been still fur- 
ther curtailed and non-war factories 
cloged or converted into munitions 
plants. Wholesale conscription of 
workers in occupied countries is threat- 
ened, while bonuses are paid for in- 
creased output and penalties imposed 
where the pace slackens. 

Perhaps this hectic tightening of 
the industrial screws in Hitler's empire, 
and the feverish pitch at which Japan- 
ese war industries are working, was 
what Mr. Donald Nelson had in mind 
the other day when he told United 
States producers that one “tool” turned 
out in 1942 may be worth as much as 
ten made in 1943. 

The bearing of all this is very plain 
to Canadians, or should be..More than 
it ever was before, this is a time when 
the productive energy of the nation 
must be strained to the utmost. A time 
therefore when money in the full mea- 
sure that may be required must be 
found, with which to buy materials and 
pay labor. To buy Victory bonds is.a 
privilege and an opportunity, but also 
the sternest kind of a public duty.. 

If we are going to out-fight the 
enemy we must first out-build him. 


The Chinese On The Move 


The news from the Far East is not 
all bad. Chungking announces that 
Chinese troops have gone into action in 
north Burma, have routed the enemy, 
and are driving east toward the Thai- 
land border. A glance at the map is 
enough to show there are indefinitely 
large possibilities in that drive, possi- 
bilities limited only by the strength of 
the Chinese forces and the equipment 
they have and can be given. 

These forces have been moving into. 
northern Burma for weeks. Their num- 
bers are presumably large, for China 
has plenty of man-power and the issue 
in that sector is the defence of the 
Burma road, one of China’s life-lines. 
The Chinese soldiers are not only train- 
ed; they are veterans, who know the 
enemy, have beaten him elsewhere 
many times, and are confident they can 
beat him again. 

Japanese methods may have taken 
the British by surprise in the jungles 
of Malaya. But the i 
them, “from the ground up,” 
perience they will never forget. 
numbered the British forces certainly 
were, but the Chinese can turn the 
tables on the enemy in that respect. 
Their one possible handicap may be 
scarcity of munitions, The other Allied 
nations should see to that, at whatever 
cost and risk. : 

The Chinese are worth backing to 
the limit, nowhere more so than in the 
offensive they have opened from north 
Burma. A Chinese army of a half-mil- 
lion well equipped men there could de- 
stroy the invaders in Malaya, Thailand 
and Indo-China. China has the men; it 
is up to China’s Allies to see that they 
get the munitions, Given the “tools,” 
they can finish that particular “job”. 


Unified Action 


The United States and Great Britain 
have set up a joint war directorate, 
known as the “combined chiefs of 
staff” board. As the name suggests, 
the board is composed of the chiefs of 
the three fighting services of the Unit- 
ed States, and British representatives 
of corresponding rank. In, general 
terms, the duties of the board are de- 
scribed to be the direction of all joint 
Anglo-American action for war pur: 
poses, including the production and dis- 
tribution of supplies, 

The announcement at Washington

did not say whether Canada and the 
other Dominions are to be under the 
board's jurisdiction and to have repre- 
sentatives on it. Nor did it imply that 
anything further than “collaboration” 
with the other United Nations is in- 
tended. 

Whatever the immediate purpose, 
it will not be strange if the new body 
broadens out into a general staff rep- 
resenting all or most of the Allied 
countries and directing their efforts as 
a single program. Establishment of 
the board is a long step in that direc- 
tion, and from Australia and the Dutch 
East Indies there have been urgent 
pleas for some sort of general control 
and alignment of the policies of the 
powers directly involved in the South 
Pacific. Unified command of the forces 
in the area has already been established 
with encouraging results; which 
strengthens the belief that concerted 
action in support of Allied forces there, 
and in other areas also, would make for 
success. 

Where so many interests—and sus- 
ceptibilities—are involved, anything 
like a “merger” of authority and poli- 
cies must be approached with tact. The 
two-power directorate set up at Wash- 
ington is a basis upon which such a 
merger can be built by the simple pro- 
cess of enlargement if and as the other 
Allies desire.

Hungarian effectives in Russia ate as 
low as 60,000 men while Rumania has as 
much as 120,000 there.

Howe’s Adventure At Sea 


Minister Tells of Narrow Escape * 


on His Trip to Britain

Mr: Howe has a reputation of being no 
orator, He merely stuck his hands in his 
pockets, pulled them out to shift the loud- 
speaker to his liking, and plun, into a 
brief description of what he called his 
prosaic war job, By the time he finished 
off with a straightforward account of get- 
ting torpedoed in the north Atlantic, he 
had earned one of the biggest ovations the 
westerners gave to any speaker they heard 
in Ottawa, 

Here is Mr. Howe's account of the 
sinking of the Western Prince: 

“We were in a northern latitude. about 
the same as Churchill (he said) and in the 


early morning when we were all in our 
beds, we heard an explosion. We all knew 
what had happened. When we got on deck 
the ship was listing badJy. We got into the 
lifeboats and they were lowered away.

“Then we saw the U-boat,” continued 
Mr, Howe. It was lining up for another 
torpedo. It played its searchlight on us. 
It was only about from here to the far 
wall away (about 50 feet). It let go and the 
ship disappeared in less than a minute, 

“There were two boats of us, with 
about 60 persons in our boat. My strongest 
recollection of that day was the terrible 
cold. A sleet storm wae blowing, and the 
boats were loaded to the gunwales, It was 
extremely rough as a gale was blowing 
and every wave broke into the boat. 

“We had to keep bailing to keep afloat. 
Many weaker people were terribly sea- 
sick, Some of them collapsed into the bot- 
tom of the boat and-had to be held up out 
of the water, 

“As the day wore on, we had the feel- 
ing that if we were not rescued by dark 
we would never keep afloat. 

“Then as darkness was coming, a small 
freighter appeared. But) one of the life- 
boats had turned over. I saw some forty 
people perish in that day, from being 
frozen, from drowning, and from being 
crushed in getting to the freighter. 

“When I stepped on Jand in Glasgow,” 
said Mr. Howe, “it came to my mind that 
I was working on borrowed time. All my 
efforts would be to win the war, devoted 
to the job I had to do.” 

Concluding, Mr. Howe said that he had 
been prompted to tell this story because 
of accusations he had heard against the 
government's sincerity, “If we are not 
doing the best,” he said, “it is not through 
lack of devotion to the job or of sincerity 


of purpose.”

Canada s buying lilies from 
Japan (former controller of 90 per cent. of 
the world’s market) about a year ago and 
the United States decreased its imports 
in the Spring of 1941, Bermuda, probably 
ranking next to Japan as an exporter of 
lilies, is in a unique position. 

Although Bermuda has North Ame- 
tica’s lily market for the asking—and the 
taking—it can’t do much about it. Recip- 
ient of numerous windfalls since the war 
began, this colony soon discovered that 
one of these, the establishment of the 
United States defence bases, played havoc 
with the lily supply. 

Most of the island’s lily crops have 
been planted and reaped on fertile red 
clay soil of St. David’s Island, a major 
portion of which is now the site of the 
American army base. Nowhere else in the 
colony do lilies bloom so rapidly and so 
beautifully as at St. David’s Island. 

The extent of damage to the future of 
the Bermuda lily production was made 
more clearly known when the first of the 
large lily growers—Howard E. Smith— 
appeared before official arbitrators to 
claim compensation for the land from 
which he was dispossessed by the U.S. 
Government. Mr. Smith is known some- 
times as the “Luther Burbank of Ber- 
muda”. They offered him $90,000 for his 
19 acres of Longfield farm, considered to 
be the best piece of farming land in the 
colony, It is the highest price yet offered 
by the Americans, Mr. Smith has supe? 
ed for an award approximating $250,000.

A “tack spitter” has been awarded 
$178.16 by the State Industrial Commis- 
sion for time lost and repair to teeth 
damaged because of his work.

“tack spitting” is. The worker takes a 
mouthful of tacks. He thrusts one to the 
front with his tongue and catches its head 
on a magneticthammer, He is then able to 
pound the tack in without touching it. 

A good tack spitter can hammer out 
8,000 tacks in a day in this way. But the 
wear and tear on his mouth and teeth 
must be terrific, 


Armies: Active And Reserve 


The changes announced in the new 
set-up of the reserve army have utd 
implications all of which are good, thoug 
unfortunately overdue. What they mean 
ig that former distinctions have been swept 
away and Canada’s Reserve Army hence- 
forth will be composed wholly of men who 
are unfitted, either by age or by physique, 
for the full rigors of active service. The 
Reserve Army is to be what it ought to 
be: our last line of defence which will see 
service only when the front line of the 
Active Army has been thrown into action 
and is fully engaged. Henceforth entry 
into the Reserve Army will be barred to 
young men whose age and capacities fit 
them for enlistment in the ranks of the 
Active Army. This will meet with great 
and general approval. 

But this is not all that the changes 
can be made to effect, They are a factor 
in creating a sensible framework inside 
which selective service can operate with 
some efficiency, The Government can now, 
with the powers at its disposal, call up 
young men in whatever numbers are de- 
sired, fit them into the units of the Active’ 
Army, and post them to duty for the dura- 
tion of the war. The Active Army can thus 
be largely expanded and the Saning of 
the young soldiers begun, It is true that 
under the powers now held, these soldiers 
can be used only for “home defence”, But 
the intensive weapon training that is 
needed today can be carried through on 
Canadian soil as efficiently as anywhere 
else. And, once the existing limitations are 
Temoved, as they will be when the affirm. 
ative plebiscite vote has been registered, 
whatever reinforcements are needed for 
our overseas army will be well on the way

won the Lower ain 
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Assembly Vote 
‘Condemns Move 
For ‘Union Now’ 


Resolution condemning the 
“open advocacy” of the “Union 
Now” movement in Canada and 
claiming that it would divest the 
people of Canada with “all essen- 
tial sovereign authority,” was 
Passed by the legislature on 
Thursday. A standing vote was 
taken, the vote being 28-17 with 
Social Crediters voting solidly in 
favor, and Independents and Lib- 
crals opposed. 

Tt was claimed in the resolution 
that Union Now proposes a federa- 
tion of the United States, British 
Empire and other democracies with 
an_international authority in com- 
plete control of the armed forces, 
the financial system and the rights 
of citizenship, which would give 
“domination over every aspect of 
national life.” 


SUBMERGE EMPIRE 

Debate on the resolution, which 
started a week ago, took most of the 
afternoon sitting on ‘Thursday. 
Speakers Thursday afternoon were 
A. J, Hooke, S.C., Rocky Mountain, 
Gordon Taylor, SC., Drumheller, J. 
H, Walker, Ind. Warner, R. E. Ans- 
ley, S.C., Leduc, Alfred Sepakman, 
Independent house leader, and 
George MacLachlan, Ind., Pembina, 

Post-war reconstruction will de- 
pend on the “closest possible co- 
operation” between the British Em- 
pire, the United States and other 
democracies but this co-operation is 
being imperilled by the Union Now 
“scheme,” the resolution argued. 

The resolution said the move- 
ment would destroy effective 
democratic government and sub- 
merge the British Empire in © 
conglomeration ef countries dom- 
inated by 9 totalitarian authority. 

The finally-adopted draft did not 
include three clauses of the original, 
Deletion of these were suggested in 
an amendment moved by Mr. 
Speakman. 

One of these clausés proposed & 
copy of the resolution be forwarded 
to the Dominion government with 
the request appropriate action be 
taken to deal with “persistent pro- 
pagation” of the movement. 


“DEEP-LAID SCHEME” 

Mr, Hooke, chairman of the Social 
Credit board, said the Union Now 
movement was a “deep-laid scheme 
which has been taking place for 
years” and threatens everything for 
which Canadian soldiers now are 
laying down their fives. Propa- 
ganda for Union Now is fifth col- 
umnism in its most. insidious form, 
he added, 

The Rocky Mountain Social Cred- 
iter argued persons who control the 
financial system are much more 
concerned with saving their own 
power than they are about saving 
democracy and it was to save this 
power that they were urging Union 
Now. 

Supporters of Union New desire 
the complete subjugation of the 
British empire and the United 
States te the international fin- 
ancial power which would set up 
ite headquarters in New York to 
control the world, he contended. 

Mr. Taylor said Social Crediters 
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advocate co-operation of “every 
decent nation” but do not believe 
in confederation, The whole war 
will have been fought in vain if 
after the war Union Now is put 
into effect, he added. 

Union Now, he claimed. He de- 

It would be better if the whole 
Canadian army is called home im- 
mediately than have them sacrifice 
their lives for anything such as 
Union Now, he claimed. He de- 
scribed the movement as an “in- 
sidious plot” and a “poisonous in- 
trigue .. . wrapped in the Union 
Jack.” 

Mr. Walker declared the legis- 
lature was “getting out of hounds” 
in discussing international mat- 
ters such as Union Now. He sald 
thag when elected he expected to 
deal in the house with provincial 
affairs but instead the assembly 
debated many Dominion govern- 
ment subjects and now was ex- 
tending its sphere into interna- 
* tonal affairs. 

Mr. Walker suggested sarcastic- 
ally that if the house had discussed 
the Union Now question at the 
opening of the session instead of 
delaying until now, Singapore 
probably would have been saved, 
and he urged speedy completion of 
the debate so Prime Minister 
Churchill and President Roosevel! 
will know what steps to take next. 

The Warner Independent charge: 
Social Crediters were using the 
motion as a means of using extra 
time to voice their views on mone- 
tary reform, and intimated Social 
Crediters were afraid of Union Now 
only because they would lose “their 
thunder” if the plan resulted in no 
need for monetary reform. 


“NO NEED TO WORRY” 

Declaring there was no immed- 
fate need to worry about Union 
Now even if it was dangerous be- 
cause {t will take years to plan it 
after the war, Mr. Walker suggest- 
ed there should be a union of Eng- 
lish-speaking nations after the war 
so they might retain the rights they 
had won, 

The Independent member said 
Premier Aberhart claimed the 
Social Credit government had 
brought about a reduction in the 
cost of farm machinery parts and 
argued the premier might fool doc- 
tors or lawyers with this statement 
but he could not fool a farmer who 
buys thousands of dollars worth of 
parts. Mr. Walker added prices 
were higher last year than ever 
before. 


CLOSER CO-OPERATION 

Suggesting Canada should “draw 
closer” to the United States, Mr. 
Walker said such a move might re- 
sult in a 35 per cent reduction in 
cost of machine parts, automobiles 
and other things and that fs what 
the people want- When Mr. Taylor 
asked whether Mr. Walker favored 
federation -with the United States, 
the Independent replied he favors 
closer co-operation than there is 
today. 

Mr. Speakman said such a fed- 
eration as Union Now will involve 
some slight surrender of sovereignty 
but there would be no surrender 
of domestic rights such as currency 
and credit, and citizenship. He add- 
ed some central authority might 
control the armed services. He 
claimed surrender of some sove- 
reign rights might be necessary in 
establishing a basis for co-operation 
among nations. 


“STRAW MAN" 
Mr. MacLachlan described the 
motion as a straw man put up by 
Social Crediters so they could knock 
it down and a “red herring drawn 
across the trail of past failures.” 
He expressed regret the time of 
the legislature should be taken up 
by discussion of something which 


contained only the personal opin- 
ions of one man. He urged the 
house to proceed to business within 
its own jurisdiction,

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Man Must Have 
Strong Views 
Newton States 


No real contribution can be 
made to the world by a man, un- 
lesa he has strong opinions and 
convictions and is prepared, if ne- 
cessary, to die for them, Dr. Rob- 
ert Newton, acting president of 
the University of Alberts, told s 
meeting of the Roberteon Church 
Men's Club in the church hall, 
Thursday evening. 

Special guests attending were 
His Honor Lt.-Gov. J. C, Bowen, 
who thanked the speaker for his 
address; George B. Henwood, K.C., 
deputy atiorney-general; Mr. Jus- 
tice G. B. O'Connor, Dr. W. G. Wil- 
son, guest minister of the church, 
and Walter Pitfield. President 
Frank Pike acted as chairman, 

Dr. Newton was introduced by 
Mr. Pike, who told of the guest 
speaker's outstanding contribution 
while affiliated with the National 
Research Council in Ottawa, and 
at the University of Alberta, and 
of his service in the last war, during 
which he won the Military Cross. 


TELLS OF MOTTO 

In speaking of the University of 
Alberta's motto, “Whatsoever 
Things Are True,” Dr. Newton de- 
clared that the only reason for 
man’s inability to regard religious 
and scientific truths as parts of a 
whole lay in man’s own failing, in 
being unable to ally the two. 

“Truth has been a challenge to 
the imagination of great men 
throughout all times,” he declared, 
citing concepts of truth by men in 
biblical and modern times. 

Scientists in their research for 
truth are filled with the “universal 
curiosity which pervades mankind.” 
he said, and their searching results 
in pure and applied sciences, 


NEW PRINCIPLES 

“Under pressure of a growing civ- 
jlization, man was forced to make 
full use of the capital stock of re- 
search and an enormous acceleta- 
tion in research became a striking 
characteristic of man’s life from the 
16th century on. In line with the 
acceleration came the giscovery of 
new principles, such Darwin's 
theory of evolution and a vast 
movement was set in motion,” he 
said, 

He told of the stimulus of war 
causing fresh advances in science. 
“It is, however, a grievous thing,’ 
he declared, “that we do so much 
to make destructive things. When 
peace comes again and, if we have 
the courage and the character to 
win the peace this time, there is no 
reason why we cannot bring. some 
good out of the adversity of war?’ 


ISSUES WARNING 

He warned against the “business 
as usual” attitude and the intention 
to return to the “status quo”, or to 
“normalcy”. Man must progress, 
and he cannot find a return to older 
ways even if he desires it, he said. 

“He must bridge the gap between 
scientific truth and spiritual truth, 
and he must overcome his lack of 
total knowledge, his inaccurate and 
incomplete memory and his uncer- 
tainty of the accuracy of knowledge. 
‘Yhe truth, the whole truth and 
nothing but the truth’ is purely a 
legal expression, and has no gen- 
uine relationship to reality,” he said 

We must progress and provide 
a dynamic for democracy, and en- 
sure freedom for discussion and 
thought in order to yrovide an en- 
vironment for truth,” he said.

It's fun for children to Interpret 
the signals and perform their 
duties in a business-like spirit.

Thomas Jacob Hutton ‘was a 24- 
year-old subaltern in the Royal 
Artillery when the last war began. 
On a battlefield in the Balkans, he 
met Dr. Emslie as she wes then, 
and they became engaged. They 
were married in August, 1921, and 
all through the years of peace, con- 
tinued in their chosen professions, 
each winning continued successes. 

Today... Lieutenant-General Hut- 
ton is 61 years old and it is possible 
that again their paths may cross on 
a battlefield of war. His wife is now 
in charge of a hospital in India, and 
the territory.in which her husband 
now serves is moving more and 
more into the spotlight in world 
events in the east. 

Dr. Hutton matches the Military 
Crosg and Chevalier of the Legion 
of Honor awards of her husband, 
with the Croix de Guerre and eight 
other war medals that she herself 
has won. 


SERVICE IN 1915 


In 1915 Dr, Hutton went to France 
as assistant to Professor Louise 
Mcllroy in her new hospital at Sal- 
Hospitals and accdmpanied her in 
that capacity when the unit was or- 
dered to Serbia; there she took part 
in the now historic retreat and again 
acted as assistant to Professor 
M'llroy in her new hospital at Sal- 
Onika. Later Dr, Hutton got a unit 
of her own—the American Unit of 
the Scottish Women’s Hospitals at 
Ostrovo in Macedonia—and advanc- 
ed with the Serbiang in the great 
advance of September in 1918 and 
established the first hospital in Ser- 
bia at Vranja before Belgrade was 
yet taken. 

In 1919 at the retirement of Pro- 
fessor Mcliroy, Dr, Hutton became 
in command of the hospital and 
carried on in Serbia till 1920 when 
all the hospitdls were handed over 
to the care of Serbian doctors. 
WORK IN CRIMEA 

From Serbia, she went etraight 
to the Crimea in Russia and set up 
child welfare centres there. Head- 
quarters were established as Sevas- 
topol and in the project, she worked 
with Lady Muriel Paget. They 
worked in co-operation with the 
Russians there being greatly help- 
ed by the Baroness Wrangel, the 
wife of General Wrangel who play- 
ed so gallant s part in saving the 
Crimea. They left in the general 
and complete evacuation of the 
Crimea in November 1920 and along 
with the army of Wrangel, arrived 
at Constantinople. There Dr. Dut- 
ton and her fellow workers helped 
in relief work, especially among 
children, She left later and, her 
adventures over, she went to Vien- 
na to study new work. She later 
returned to her practice in Edin- 
burgh and was married in August 
of 1921. 

In tribute to her work in the 
Balkans and in Russia, she was 
made a member of the Order of St. 
Anne of Russia end the Red Cross 
of Serbia. 


YEARS OF PEACE 

During the years of peace be- 
tween the Armistice of the first 
Great War and the commencement 
of the second war, she became as- 
sociated with the British Hospital 
for Mental and Nervous Disorders 
in London, Her husband became a 
Major in 1938. In 1940 he Wecame

The leads tabulated in my previ- 
Ous articles have been from suits of 
at least four cards. In opening 
from length, a distinction is fre- 
quently made between the lead 
against a no trump contract and 
against a trump declaration. 


With short suit leads, from three 
ards or less, this distinction largely 
disappears, Or rather, a table of 
blind short opening leads applies 
largely to trump contracts. The 
Occasion for a blind shorg, opening 
against no trump must be go extra- 
ordinary that the very reasons 
which impel it will often dictate an 
unconventional ghoice of card. The 
following leads, then, are given as 
against a suit contract, 


With holding 37, the lead of the 
ace and then the king shows ex- 
actly a doubleton and a desire to 
ruff the third round of the suit. 
Holding 35 may be treated in the 
same way—the ace and king may 
be led in that order, to show third- 
round command. But the normal 
lead of the king, then the queen, 
would show the same without amm- 
biguity, 

With holding 38—even with A- 
J-2—the low card is sometimes led 
when the bidding tends to indicate 
that the king is in dummy, and that 
partner may make the queen on 
the first lead through declarer’s 
failure to play the king. Except 
for this rare underlead, it is usual 
to lead the ace from any suit top- 
ped by the ace without the king, 
in opening blind against a suit 
contract, 

The object of a short lead 
against no trump may be (a) to 
exit without danger, or (b) to de- 
velop the suit in which partner 
probably is long. 

When the latter is the objective, 
the leader must be wary of block- 
ing the suit, With a tripleton tor- 
ped by two high cards, such as 
holding 41, the leader must use nis 
judgment, ? 

He must weigh the quéstions, 
(a) Do I risk giving up all stop. 
pers in this suit by a high lead? 
(b) Do I risk blocking the suit for 
my partner with a low lead? 

@ answer will depend largely 
on what he can infer from the 
bidding.

Canada’s Troops Overseas 
Are Too Busy To Be Bored 
Says Competent Observer 


Part-guerilla, part-Commando, all shock-trooper, the 
Canadian soldier in the British Isles is not bored, and not 
stale. He is too enthusiastically, persistently, and whole- 
heartedly busy. Battle-drills, stealth patrols, tank stalks, 
street fights, close-quarter fighting and Commando-type 
training, keep him keen and on his toes even if he did not 
have the added consuming interest of great field 
Manoeuvres.

With the Canadian Army Overseas:—The most thrilling of all legs 
of the long journey enjoyed by new reinforcements bound for the 
Canadian Corps, is the last, the boisterous bedlam and excited antici- 
pation of their British troop-train. 

But the average Canadian observer, privileged to travel with them, 
somehow fails to be infected with their high-hearted mood, Invariably 
he has a secret worry that mounts steadily as he rolls toward old 
friends, old regiments, and the procession of martial scenes and im- 
pressions awaiting him. 

If he is a civilian, doubt is depressing him. If he is a soldier, or 
@n ex-soldier, it is more than doubt; he is truculently certain of a pre- 
conceived conviction. If he is a writer, he is prepared to condemn oF 
regret, and it is promising to ruin full enjoyment of his assignment-— 
to report the life and activities of the Canadians in the British Isles. 

In all cases, the visitor to the busy home of Canada’s Overseas 
Army arrives as the worst type of critic in his worst mood—the kind 
who'll refuse to believe his own eyes and impressions and who will 
sstubbornly seek for evidence of the insidious dry-rot he has been all 
set to discover. If it's there he'll find it. 

For dry-rot he expected. From the jump-off of his troop-convoy 
on the Canadian side of the Atlantic, these questions have been waite

ing for an answer, just as they have bothered Canadians at home:— 
Are Canadian troops in England demoralized by boredom? 
Are they slack, uninterested, careless—the sure. marks of 
troop boredom—through lack of excitement and action? 
Has their long sentry-geo in the threatened island fortress 
dulled their soldierly keenness and taken the edge from 
their free-ranging, aggressive Canadian spirit? 
Take it from an observer (who was haunted throughout his Atlan- 
tic crossing that they might be, and was therefore looking for it) that 


they are not bored. 


THEY ARE NOT BORED 

Take it from a mud-and-mono- 
tony veteran of the trench-locked 
war (who declared troops could 
not remain so long out of action 
without being adversely affected) 
that boredom is not even among 
the salient attributes of the 1942 
spirit of the troops. 

And take it from a writer who 
is so inspired to find the exact 
opposite of the slack atmosphere 
he expected that he is leaning 
backward and reporting under 
wraps — lest relief create ex- 
travagance. 

For the officers and men in the 
Canadian Corps itself, and the 
great host in the Canadian Rein- 
forcement Units (where strength 
of the Corps’ fighting future Jies) 
ave not bored. 

Even accepting as truth that 
war is nine-tenths boredom 
“broken by intermittent flashes of 
yveat excitement, and sometimes 
foar’—as almost any soldier will 
quolte—they are not bored. De- 
spite their long stay in England, 
they are not bored, In spite of 
reports drifting back to Canada 
that they are dead-weary and 
fed-up with the long training 
grind, and fuming with” impati- 
ence to clash with the Wehr- 
macht, they are not bored 

Granted, without making them 
blood-thirsty, battle-hungry or 
superbrave, they are naturally 
spoiling for a fight. The Cana-

TOO BUSY FOR BOREDOM 

They are too enthusiastically, 
persistently, and whole-heartedly 
busy. 

They are too engrossed with the 
Job of becoming better all-round 
fighting men. New tactical train- 
ing and fighting methods have 
recently flooded through the 
British and Canadian armies, 
some inspired by their own ex- 
ponents of innovation, some

them is amazing. 

Do not think that this discov- 
ery was made during the usual 
journalistic race through Cana- 
dian Army establishments, when 
only superficial impressions are 
possible. Or found in the habitual 
entourage which wakes important 
military personages and digni- 
taries of state, and when you are 
only favored with cursory 
glimpses of a military “show.”

The Canadians love tank-stalk- 
ing, ambushing and stealth patrols 
because they are interesting, there 
are scores of things to learn, and 
they all make sense as the de- 
tested drill-ground never did. 


HALF ACROBAT—HALF 
STRONG MAN 

There is the Assault Course. 
Obstacle “races” over ingeniously 
contrived “asswult’ courses” are a 
daily habit in the Canadian area. 
The obstacles are those found on 
a battlefield. The contestant may 
appear to be half circus strong- 
man, half acrobat, but only needs 
to be sure-footed, quick-thinking,

Much of our misapprehension 
regarding their mood came about 
through inadequate conception in 
Canada of the tremendous train- 
ing organization we have in Eng- 
land.
